DIRECTIONS.—This Jack or Press appears to the eye, when depressed, a simple cylinder, and 
when elevated, as one cylinder sliding within another. It is from two to eight or more inches in di¬ 
ameter, according to the power desired, with an enlarged head, (attached to the inner cylinder, which 
is the ram,) having a socket for the reception of the lever by which the force-pump is worked. The 
ram, with its head, contains just so much fluid as is required to fill the vacancy in the cylinder caused 
by the raising of the ram in the act of lifting ; and when this is accomplished, the water is returned 
into its original recess by a valve operated by the lever that works the pump. The force-pump and 
valves are contained inside the ram. The lever is detached, and may be put on at pleasure. 

The ground lifting attachment is a tube screwed into the lower side of the head, and passing 
down to the bottom of the press, outside of the cylinder, on the lower end of which is a claw that sup¬ 
ports the weight to be raised. 

These Jacks are light, portable, and of easy application, a Jack to raise four tons weighing not 
more than 50 lbs., and one to raise sixty tons, 200 lbs. They are all worked by the labor of one man, 
who is capable of raising ten tons through a space of one foot iw one and a half minutes, or sixty tons 
the same distance in ten minutes.
